A GEM AppllC AT ION. iT IS WRITTEN IN ASSEMbly 
lANQAUqE ANd you CAN SURE SEE THE dlFFERENCE 
bETWEEN iT ANd 1 st WORd ON 1 ARqE TEXT FllES- It 
UTERAU y FIies ThROuqh ThosE Flies. It is vERy weU 
dONE, in Fact it REMiNds me oF MiqRAph's EASy 
Draw pRoqR am when I SAy weU dONE it is not a 

WORd PROCESSOR bUT IS dESiqNEd FOR WRITINq ANd 
EdiTINq SOURCE Files. 

TEMPUS's diSplAy SCREEN WhEN it starts up 
looks a Lot Me 1st WoRd's with tHe exception oF 

ThE ChARACTER SET diSplAy ANd THE AddiTION oF
